Bridge Company for the Wabash rail- 
road, and is being built from both 
sides of «he river towards the center, 
by means ot overhead travelers.

Near the bridge was the U. S snag 


boat Woodruff, -whose crew with their 
skiffs, soon had recovered four bodies, 
most of them badly crushed 
Another 


victim was rescued alive, but succum- 
bed to his injuries before ho reached 
shore. The tow boat John D Watson 
came across the river from the oppo- 
site bank and joined the work of res- 
cue. It succeeded In. t^V'ng two man- 
gled bodies from the river. A dozen 
skiffs along the bank took two bodies 
from the steel laden barge, while five 
men, more or less crushed, were taken 
to the shore. 


The portion of the structure which 


gave way., allowing the men to fall 
into the river, fully 200 feet below is 
known as a "Cantilever crane." One 
being placed at the end of either span 
of the new bridge on the two sides of 
the river. The traveler does not form 
a part of the bridge structure Itself 
hut enables the placing of additional 
portions of the span. On the top of 
the crane is a level platform on which 
McLoud, Wleming and Salinger, three 
of the victims, were at work 
A num- 


ber of the other men employed as sig- 
nal men, bolsters, or "rammers" were 
employed on the woik farther down. 
About eight men were at work in the 
barge underneath the span getting the 
girders ready for hoisting. 


President C. P. Fintzgerald. of 'th« 


Structural Iron Workers Union No. 8, 
arrived at the wharf shortly before 
ten o'clock 
Fully 400 structural iron 


workers from alt portions of the city 
left their work and went to the »crnt 
of the disaster.

Oil Company is alarmed over the de- 
creased production of oil and has en- 
terri upon a most determined cam- 
paign to increase the production. Not 
only is the company attempting to en- 
courage development work by Increas- 
ing the price of crude, but it is stated 
ed that the company is planning to go 
into "wild-catting" upon a large svait-. 


Produce Inferior Grade. 


The Kentucky, Tennessee and Kan-
